& Sons, addressed the Macon County 
Beekeepers' Association in the Ma- 
con County Farm Bureau building 
Monday eveningr._^Mr. Cale was form- 
erly with the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture and Is no,w in charge of 
th« 800 colonies of beea owned by th 


Dadants. He Is a keen, modest, un- 
assuming young 
man 
who la a 


"shark" on bees »nd his talk was in- 
tensely Interesting. 


It was in the main a plea for the 


more effective organization of Illi- 
nois beekeepers. 
The eradication of 


foul brood which Is now destroying 
large numbers of colonies In Illinois 
can be effected only through such 
organization and more rigid Inspec- 
tion. A more adequate state appro- 
priation Is essential. It now mounts 
to $30 for each county in the state 
which will pay for five days work 
for an inspector in eacli county. 


BEE DAT. 


He tolfl of the effective organiza- 


tion In Vigo county, Ind., which Is 
the best of which he knows. 
This 


county hag a bee day when every 
apiary in the county Is Inspected and 
it foul brood is discovered the apiary 
is cleaned up. Mr. Cale said that the 
Dadant apiaries of 800 colonies last 
year had 117 colonies affected with 
foul brood. 


The speaker also pleaded 
for a 


course In beekeeping in the Illinois 
College of Agriculture. 


The Iowa College 
of Agriculture 


now has a most valuable course In 
beepkeeplng and It is unfortunate that 
we have to go to Iowa for Informa- 
tion which we ought to be able to 
g-et at home, he said. 
He spoke of 


the value of affiliation with the state 
beekeepers' 
association. 


COST ACCOUNTING. 


The speaker devoted the latter part 


of his address to a discussion of a 
new phase of beekeeping that is now 
being talked about a great deal, that 
of cost accounting. He feared that 
many beekeepers would find wlien 
they keep accurate costs that they 
are merely keeplner bees which are 
not paying their own way. 


A score of Macon county beekeep- 


ers were present and a number of 
strangers from outside the city. One 
man was there from Kansas, one 
from Montlcello and several other 
outsiders.

HIGHWAY OF ILLINOIS 


Detours 
necessary 
in travelling 


the main 
highways In Illinois are 


painted out, and 
chief features of 


the highways detailed In a bulletin 
Just issued by the Stats Division of 
Highways. The bulletin says: 


"Chicago-Wisconsin 
road—There 


are no detours or gaps on the entire 
road from Chicago to the Wisconsin 
state line. Wisconsin has also im- 
proved the road from the State line 
to Milwaukee. 


"Llncjln 
Highway—Chicago 
to 


Fulton. This road is completed and 
no detouni exist. 


CHICAGO, PBORIA, EAST ST. LOUIS. 


"Chicago-Peorla-East 
St. 
Louis 


Highway—This road is all improved 
excepting a seven mile gap between 
Spring Valley and Bureau. The de- 
tour at this point is well marked 
and traffic can, by going about ten 
miles out of the way, make the com- 
plete detour on a gravel road. It 
Is therefore 
possible 
to negotiate 


this road at all seasons of the year. 
The pavement from Ottawa to La- 
Salle on the south side of the river 
Is now completed and open to traf- 
fic. 
There are no other detours on 


the entire road. There Is, however, 
a short pap of unimproved road & 
of a mile In length, adjoining the 
south city limits of Carlinville This 
section Is now 
under construction 


but Is open to traffic at all times. 


A SHORTER WAT. 


"Through tiafflc from Chicago to 


East St Louis will find the road via 
the 
Dixie 
Highway 
to 
Marshall, 


thence the Old National road to East 
St. Louis to be about 19H miles short- 
er than the road through Peoria The 
main Chicago-East 
St 
Louis road 


will eventually he through Bloom- 
ington. A large portion of the road 
from Joliet through Bl«omington to 
Spiingfield is now under construction. 


When this road is completed it will 
be approximately sixty miles shorter 
than the present road from Joliet to 
Springfield via 
Peoria, or approxi- 


mately forty miles shorter than the 
Chicago-East St. Louis road by the 
way of the Dixie Highway and the 
Old National Trail. 


OLD NATIONAL OPEN. 


"Old National Trail-Bast St. Louis 


to Indiana State Line. This road is 
completed and can be used at all sea- 
sons of the year. 


"Dixie Highway-Chicago 
to Mar- 


shall. This road Is now entirely com- 
pleted and open to traffic. On account 
of the Vandalia Railroad construct- 
ing an overhead bridge about one 
m'le north 
of Marshall, all traffic 


should turn east near the Big Four 
Eallroad 
subway 
about four miles 


north of Marshall; thence south to 
the Old National Head; thence west 
about 1% miles to Marshall. This de- 
tour Is on an earth road but is usual- 
ly in fair conditon for traffic. 


CHICAGO-HOCKFORD.
